WOMAN 
ANSWER DISTRICT 
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Refusing to answer questions 
propounded by District Attorney 
Duckworth, Mrs. Mary Pettinger, 
of Cucamonga, stated Wednesday 
as her reason that she might in- 
criminate herself. 

Thus was the outeome Wednes- 
day morning of a proposed inter- 
view by District Attorney Duck- 
worth at the Lucas ranch, follow- 
ing the announcement by Dr. 
Wm. H. Craig that his patient 
was sufficiently recovered to be 
interviewed. 

Mirs. Pettinger first accused F. 
A. Lueas of attacking her in his 
home and later signed a state- 
ment to the effect that her state- 
ments as to the attack were not 
true. 

District Attorney Duckworth 
recently stated that a man could- 
n’t beat up a woman in this 
county and go unpunished as 
long as he was district attorney, 
but Mr. Duckworth evidently has 
quite a job before him. Indiea- 
tions are that the grand jury will 
take the next step and just what 
the result will be is hard to prop- 
hesy. 

When Mrs. Pettinger was 
brought to the office of Dr. Wm. 
H. Craig for treatment two weeks 
ago tonight she was in a most 
pitiful condition her body being 
a mass of bruises and as Dr. 
Craig was endeavoring to relieve 
her suffering she told of how Mr. 
Lueas had carried her to an up- 
stairs room and locked the door, 


after kicking the plaster from the 
wall in a fight with her assailant 
and planting her teeth into his 
shoulder did she escape from the 
house. 

She was taken to San Antonio 
hospital and early Mondéy morn- 
ing was taken to the Lueas ranch. 
Soon after her arrival at the 
ranch Mr. Lucas appeared before 
the district attorney with a signed 


“statement by Mrs. Pettinger in 


which she stated that her origi- 
nal story was false.

MISSION INN HAD 


WONDERFUL SHRINE 


Reflecting in the highest degree 
the art of early Spain, and exempli- 
fying the “skill of Epropean crafts- 
men, a magnificent old alter, once 
the property of Marquis de Raya, 
at Guanaguato, Mexico, has been 
brought from the southern 
and erected in the Spanish art gal- 
lery of the Mission Inn at Riverside. 
This work of art is 
connoisseurs to be one of the most 
ev cuisitely wrought of its kind in 
existence. 

Believed to 
1790, the creation of 
artists brought from 
tar was erected in a private cathe 
dral built by the marquis, who had 
gained a vast fortune from silver and 
gold mines on his estate. Construct 
ed of carved wood, the altar, stand 
ing twenty-five feet high, is 
with gold leaf. Twelve large figures! 
adorn it. all splendid wood carvings

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POSTAL SAVINGS BILL A BENEFIT 
HE Bill fostered by Postmaster General 
T to amend the Postal Savings Law so as to 

make it more workable and at the same time 

pay depositors a reasonable rate of interest is 
well on its way. The main feature of the bill is 
the increase to depositors of from 2 te 3 per cent 
interest per year on their deposits. The other features 
of the bill contemplate reaching into far distant com- 
munities and encouraging thrift and saving among the 
people of the whole country, particularly the chil- 


dren. 

At present, owing to the low rate of interest paid 
on deposits and the fact that the benefits of saving 
are not generally understood, postal savings are largely

The House Committee on Post Offices recently took 
up the Postal Savings Bill, which was introduced by 
Chairman Steenerson of Minnesota, and Mr. Court- 
land Smith, formerly president of the American Press 
Association, made the principal statement outlining 
the proposed changes and telling the committee what 
the Post Office Department intended to do in the 
matter of extending the postal savings system. For 
more than two hours Mr. Smith discussed the postal 
savings situation and answered innumerable questions 
put to him by different members of the committee. 
That the committee was interested was shown from 
the fact that the twenty members stayed throughout 
the hearing and all listened eagery to what. was said. 

The fact is, Congress does not understand very much 
about the postal savings system, nor do the people 
outside of districts in the large cities where the 
foreign element take advantage of the opportunity 
offered by the government for a safe deposit of their 
earnings. 

Under the plan outlined by Mr. Smith the postal 
savings system will be extended to all parts of the 
country and the country people will be informed 
through advertising just what the government is do- 
ing in the way of encouraging thrift and saving by 
the people, and also they will be told how young 
children can start savings accounts and thus begin 
habits of thrift, which will be of vast benefit to them 
and to the coming generations—The American Press.

FORGOTTEN DIVIDENDS 
OME of the quaint ideas about government 
S bonds that were afloat when they came to 
the people for the first time during the war 
must still,be current; for the government has 
eighty-three million dollars in its treasury that is due 
to holders of Vietory and Liberty Bonds who have not 
called for their interest. That is, for some reason 
or another they have failed to clip and eash their 
coupons. 

Kighty-three million dollars is a good deal of money, 
even in these days when familiarity has bred contempt 
of billions. This sum might much better be in cir- 
culation than lying idle in the government’s balance. 

Some of the holders of these uneashed coupons may 
be leaving them uncut with the idea of saving the 
money. They might much better eut them, cash them 
and have the money eredited on their savings bank 
account—or, better still if they have no savings ae- 
count, to start one. The money’is due. It is as 
much the property of those entitled to it as the money 
now in their pockets—if any. They should eash their 
coupons and spend or bank the money, according to 
their individual temperaments. 

If there are some who still have not found out 
that they ean cash these coupons, that they are just 
as good at the bank as cash, they should be told 
what to do. What to do is simple enough—cut the 
coupons and eash them at any bank—Hemet News.

Is an Automobile a Luxury? 

This question was put to your cor 
respondent by one of the attaches of 
the court house yesterday. It start- 
ed by the question as to whether I 
owned an automobile and on being 
answered in the affirmative he said 
that [I would interested in the 
question of automobile taxation and 
assessment. I told him that I surely 
would and nearly everyone else. It 
appears that he and many others in

San Bernardino county are agitated 
over the methods pursued by the 
county assessor’s office in taxing 


automobiles. Of course my questioner 
owns an automobile and he contends 
that the methods are an injustice to 
auto owners in that the rates are 
too high considering the values in 
the open market. He said that the 
rates were from 35 per cent down 
and the fact that as soon as you 
took an automobile from the dealers 
and drove it away and around the 
block made it a second hand car and 
caused it to depricate in value, was 
not taken into consideration. With 
real estate it was different, as ac- 
cording to location and improvements 
it appreciated in value as many times 
as the original investment. With a 
car it was entirely different as every 


mile of driving caused a decreased 
value and the more plentiful cars 
became the less the second hand 


value became My interrogator claim- 
ed that the valuations were entirely 
too high. He also claimed that when 
he discussed the matter with the as- 
sessors office they told him that they 
had to conform to some set system 
as they had not deputies to person 
ally examine and value every indi- 
vidual automobile. It is a serious 
question and should receive the at- 
tention of all automobile owners. My 
only suggestion to him was that the 
assessors go into the used car mar- 
ket and get the net values of used 
cars and make their assessments ac- 
cordingly, as the value of a car is 
what it will bring in the open mar- 
ket and no other. A man may attach 
a sentimental value to his car, but} 
never before the assessor, nor does 
it affect the open market price. We} 
agreed that we would put the mat: | 
ter up to the county Mr. ;
